Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1945.  The  year 
will  be  a memorable  one  in  future  history  in  that  it  marks  the 
Victory  of  the  Allies  after  six  devastating  years  of  war 
throughout  the  world. 

The  shattered  countries,  including  our  own,  will  be  faced 
with  many  economic  difficulties  and  a certain  degree  of 
patience  will  be  necessary  before  all  the  envisioned  progress 
towards  a better  town,  country  or  continent  can  materialise. 
Our  maximum  efforts,  however,  should  be  directed  with  the 
limited  resources  available  towards  a healthier,  happier  and 
contented  people. 

During  the  war  years,  progress  in  environmental  condi- 
tions was  of  necessity  neglected,  and  with  the  additional 
destruction  of  homes  by  aerial  bombing  this  has  become  an 
obvious  priority  requirement  of  the  people.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  wiping  away  of  insanitary  dwellings  will  not  be  long 
delayed  and  that  the  housing  problem  will  be  solved  with 
action  rather  than  continued  planning  and  inevitable  delays. 

Let  us  not  forget,  however,  the  outstanding  progress  in 
other  fields,  preventive  medicine,  medical,  surgical  and  allied 
sciences  which  have  influenced  enormously  the  happiness  and 
well-being  of  the  people  in  saving  countless  lives.  The 
immunising  campaigns  against  Diphtheria  have,  in  my  opinion, 
materially  influenced  the  incidence  and  death-rate  in  children 
from  this  disease.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  continue 
to  respond  to  this  protective  measure  and  that  general  apathy 
will  not  spoil  the  progress  so  far  obtained  in  this  field.  The 
use  of  the  sulphonamide  group  of  drugs  (popularly  referred 
to  as  M 6 B)  has  proved  its  value  in  the  treatment  of 
Pneumonia  and  Meningitis  and  the  results,  especially  in  the 
latter,  are  worthy  of  the  term  miraculous.  In  addition,  diseases 
due  to  many  septic  organisms,  including  Gonorrhoea,  can  be 
successfully  controlled  by  these  drugs.  The  outstanding 
advance,  however,  was  the  development  of  treatment  by 
Penicillin,  which  is  now  available  for  those  conditions  which 
are  known  to  benefif  from  its  use  in  treatment.

The  war  has  also  been  largely  responsible  for  the 
discovery  of  the  best  insecticide  yet  known,  i.e.,  D.D.T.,  which 
proved  effective  in  the  control  of  louse-borne  typhus  in  various 
theatres  of  war.  Its  value  to  the  general  public  in  the  control 
of  various  insect  infestations  appears  to  be  unlimited. 

Finally,  I wish  to  refer  to  the  importance  of  Mental 
Health,  which  has  now  become  accepted  as  of  the  utmost 
importance  in  the  health,  happiness  and  efficiency  of  the  nation 
and  in  the  future  the  services  of  the  psychiatrist  and 
psychologist  should  be  made  available  to  all  so  that  many  of 
the  tragedies  of  life  can  be  averted. 

During  the  year  the  Education  Act,  1944,  came  into  force 
with  the  passing  of  control  from  the  Borough  to  the  County 
Council  ; as  far  as  the  School  Medical  Services  are  concerned, 
I wish  to  thank  all  past  members  of  the  Education  Committee 
for  their  co-operation  and  help  during  the  past  16  years.  My 
services  to  the  town  will  continue  as  District  School  Medical 
Officer. 

It  would  also  appear  that  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  will  in  the  near  future  also  pass  to  the 
administrative  control  of  the  County  Council  ; one  cannot  help 
but  regret  these  changes,  for  the  records  of  the  boroughs  in 
the  health  services  of  this  country  are  indeed  worthy  ones, 
and  it  appears  doubtful  that  greater  efficiency  will  result  from 
more  distant  and  impersonal  control, 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  support,  and  have 
pleasure  in  recording  my  grateful  thanks  to  every  Member  of 
the  Staffs  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  for  their  co- 
operation and  assistance,

Social  Condiitions, 

The  chief  asset  of  this  town  is  its  claim  as  a holiday  and 
health  resort,  consequently  a large  part  of  the  residential 
population  is  composed  of  retired  persons.  In  addition,  the 
numerous  hotels,  boarding  and  apartment  houses  give  seasonal 
employment  to  residents  and  to  cope  with  the  large  influx  of 
visitors  in  the  summer  time  domestic  staffs  are  augmented 
from  industrial  towns.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  establish 
light  industries  in  the  town  ; these  would  add  greatly  to  its 
future  progress  and  largely  help  to  solve  the  social  problem 
of  winter  unemployment  which  was  evident  in  pre-war  years. 
With  the  de-requisitioning  of  properties  there  has  been  a 
speedy  return  to  the  normal  conditions  of  a holiday  and  health 
resort  and  with  the  increased  national  holiday  movement  the 
town  should  continue  to  prosper  in  meeting  the  demand  for 
giving  the  type  of  holiday  necessary  to  the  tired  and  over- 
worked city  dweller  and  industrial  worker,

There  were  8 still-births  during  the  year,  equivalent 
to  a rate  of  0.41  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with 
0.46  for  the  country  generally. 

(c)  Deaths  : 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
as  belonging  to  the  Borough  was  330.  This  is  equal  to 
a death-rate  of  16.6  per  1,000  compared  with  a rate  of 

I I . 4  for  the  country  generally.  This  inequality  is  due  to 
the  difference  in  the  age  and  sex  distribution  in  the  Borough 
from  that  of  the  country  as  a whole.  Of  the  330  deaths, 
the  number'  over  65  totalled  219,  giving  a percentage  of 
66.4. 

(d)  Infant  Mortality  Rate  : 

There  were  25  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age,  21  legitimate  and  4 illegitimate.  The  infantile 
mortality  based  upon  the  number  of  live  births  registered 
in  the  year,  i.e.,  376,  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  69  per  1,000 
births  compared  with  a rate  for  the  country  of  46.  Full 
particulars  giving  details  of  the  causes  of  death  and  age 
distribution  a:re  given  in  Table  IV. 

(e)  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  : 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  calculated  from  the  seven 
principal  zymotic  diseases.  Smallpox,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Diarrhoea 
and  Enteritis  (under  2 years).

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities* 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examina- 
tions are  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  Laboratory  at  the 
E.M.S.  Hospital,  Driffield.  The  bacteriological  examination 
of  milk  supplies  is  carried  out  at  the  North  Riding  Laboratory, 
Scarborough.  Samples  of  water  for  chemical  analysis  and 
bacteriological  examination  have  been  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst  of  the  District. 

Ambulance  Facilities* 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

A motor  ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  this  by  agreement  serves  also  the  whole  of  the 
Rural  District  Area. 

(b)  For  Accident  and  Non-infectious  Cases. 

A motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Corporation 
and  kept  at  the  Highways  Depot.  This  is  available  free 
of  cost  within  a radius  of  20  miles  of  the  Borough. 

Nursing  in  the  Home* 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  local  District  Nursing 
Association  and  is  of  great  value  to  the  community.  Home 
nursing  will  play  an  important  part  in  the  future  development 
of  the  medical  services  on  national  lines. 

HOSPITALS^  Public  and  Voluntary* 

Lloyd  Hospital* 

A general  hospital  service  is  provided  which  in  addition 
to  out-patients  departments  contains  accommodation  for  45 
bed  patients.  During-  the  year  there  were  732  admissions  ; 
these  spent  9,833  days  in  hospital.  The  Board  of  Management 
has  acquired  an  excellent  site  for  the  erection  of  a new  hospital 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  proposed  nationalisation  of  the 
hospitals  will  not  delay  its  building.  The  present  premises 
could  be  adapted  into  an  ideal  Health  Centre  for  the  town 
if  the  proposed  State  Medical  Service  develops  on  such  lines. 

Bridlington  County  Institution* 

This  institution  contains  103  beds  of  which  only  32  are 
allocated  to  chronic  sick  and  sick  children.  Of  the  32  beds, 
16  are  for  males  and  16  for  females. 
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The  Avenue  Hospital* 

This  is  an  East  Riding  County  Council  hospital  consisting 
of  two  sections  : 

( 1 ) A general  hospital  containing  34  beds. 

(2)  A maternity  hospital  containing  31  beds. 

In  the  general  section  accommodation  is  provided  for  the 
aged  and  chronic  sick  and  the  beds  are  invariably  kept  full. 

The  new  maternity  wing  opened  in  1939  provided  16 
additional  beds  for  maternity  cases.  Comparative  figures  of 
the  maternity  work  of  this  hospital  illustrate  the  change  in 
recent  years  from  domiciliary  to  hospital  midwifery.

This  is  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority  and  cases  are 
admitted  from  the  Borough,  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  by 
agreement  with  that  Authority,  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  if  requested,  and  from  the  Services  stationed  in  the 
area.

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There  was  one  death  in  the  hospital  during  the  year  from 
Generalised  Vaccinia  ; the  case  of  Myelitis  was  in  a German 
Prisoner  of  War,  this  was  transferred  to  the  Driffield  Base 
Hospital  and  death  occurred  some  days  later. 

Cleansing  Centre* 

During  the  year  112  cases  of  Scabies  (97  Borough,  13 
Rural  District  and  2 East  Riding  County  Council)  attended 
the  cleansing  centre  of  the  hospital  for  treatment. 

In  the  Ministry  of  Health  Survey  (1945)  of  the  Hospital 
Services  of  the  Yorkshire  Area  the  Bridlington  Borough 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  recommended  for  elimination 
and  the  work  concentrated  on  the  Driffield  Isolation  Hospital. 

Since  this  survey,  however,  the  grave  need  for 

Tuberculosis  beds  in  the  County  has  resulted  in  consideration 
of  the  use  of  the  Driffield  Hospital  for  such  cases,  in  which 
case  the  Bridlington  Hospital  will  continue  to  function  for  this 
part  of  the  County.

Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  is  established  at  the  Oxford  Street  School  Clinic  and 
sessions  are  held  twice  weekly  on  Monday  and  Thursday 
afternoons.  The  School  Clinic  is  available  daily  for  the  treat- 
ment of  minor  ailments  and  arrangements  are  co-ordinated 
with  the  Education  Authority  for  the  treatment  of  dental, 
ophthalmic,  orthopaedic,  throat,  nose  and  ear,  etc.,  defects  in 
the  pre-school  population. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  voluntary  workers 
for  their  most  valuable  help  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year.

Milk  Foods* 


During  the  year  dried  milk  and  other  specialities  were 
sold  at  cost  price  in  the  Welfare  Centre.  Owing  to  the 
improved  financial  circumstances  and  absence  of  unemploy- 
ment in  the  district  necessitous  cases  requiring  free  supplies 
have  been  extremely  few.  The  distribution  of  vitamin  foods 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  was  continued. 

Ante-natal  Services* 

A weekly  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  at  the  Avenue  Hospital 
and  it  is  considered  that  the  opening  of  an  additional  clinic  in 
the  Borough  would  result  in  unnecessary  duplication. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants* 

Extra  supervision  has  been  concentrated  by  the  Health 
Visitors  on  babies  notified  at  birth  as  premature.  There  were 
29  such  notifications  from  the  Avenue  Hospital  including  1 1 
belonging  to  neighbouring  authorities.  There  were  9 deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  registered  as  due  to  prematurity  and 
all  occurred  in  the  Avenue  Hospital,  the  remaining  infants 
notified  survived.  No  difficulties  were  experienced  in  the 
hospitalisation  of  cases,  in  fact  of  the  total  of  25  infant  deaths 
from  all  causes  only  2 occurred  in  the  home. 

Home  Help* 

The  provision  of  home-helps  in  the  district  has  been 
inoperable  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  persons 
to  take  up  this  work.  As  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained  from 
enquiries  by  the  Health  Visitors  no  serious  problems  have 
arisen  in  the  home,  suitable  help  being  arranged  by  the  parents 
themselves. 
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Public  Health  Act^  1936  — Child  Life  Protection* 

The  number  of  foster  parents  on  the  register  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  11  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  10. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  one  case  under  Sections  206 
and  212  of  the  Act  and  a conviction  obtained,  the  child  being 
moved  to  a place  of  safety. 

Nursing  Homes* 

There  are  three  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Area  ; all  have 
been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

School  Clinics* 

These  are  held  daily  at  the  Oxford  Street  Clinic,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  District  School  Medical 
Officer,  attends  at  all  sessions.  Special  ophthalmic  and 
orthopaedic  sessions  are  held  when  necessary.  Dental  sessions 
are  held  four  times  weekly.  Children  under  five  years  of 
age  can  attend  at  any  of  these  clinics. 

The  above  services  are  now  nrovided  by  the  East  Riding 
County  Council  Education  Committee. 

Promotion  of  Cleanliness  and  Good  Habits  and  the 
Elimination  of  Verminous  Conditions* 

This  has  always  received  the  attention  of  the  Health 
Visitors  who  on  routine  visits  give  advice  and  instructions 
when  necessary.  All  cases  of  continual  uncleanliness  and 
verminous  conditions  are  reported  and  the  houses  visited  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  ; 
there  is  also  regular  co-operation  with  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector.  Lethane  oil  is  provided  free  of  cost  to  necessitous 
cases  and  special  combs  are  issued  on  loan  from  the  Clinic 
when  required.  The  Cleansing  Centre  at  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  is  also  available  for  cases  requiring 
additional  treatment.  112  cases  of  scabies  belonging  to  the 
Borough  and  neighbouring  Authorities  were  referred  to  this 
Cleansing  Centre  during  the  year.  The  problem  is  not  an 
outstanding  one  in  this  Borough. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  half-yearlv  Returns  for  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  periods  ending  30th  June, 
1945,  and  31st  December,  1945,  totalled  as  follows  :

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Records  of  immunisation  show  that  of  the  population  of 
the  Area  under  15  years  of  age,  50%  of  those  under  5,  and 
60%  of  those  between  5 and  15  years,  had  completed  the  full 
course  of  immunisation. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water. 

All  waterworks  are  the  property  of  the  Corporation  and 
the  area  of  supply  covers  the  whole  Borough  and  a con- 
siderable part  of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  with  a daily 
distribution  of  over  IJ  million  gallons  per  day. 

There  are  two  pumping  stations,  one  situated  in  the 
Borough  and  the  other  at  Burton  Agnes  ; all  storage  reservoirs 
are  covered.  The  wells  and  bore-holes  are  approximately  200 
feet  deep  through  chalk  strata,  and  owing  to  the  depth  and 
natural  filtration  of  chalk  the  water,  although  hard,  is  excep- 
tionally pure  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

As  an  additional  precaution  against  water-borne  diseases 
all  water  is  chlorinated  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Three  prisoner-of-war  camps  are  sited  in  the  water 
gathering  grounds  ; the  excreta  from  these  camps  is  now 
removed  and  does  not  now  constitute  a possible  source  of 
contamination  to  the  supply  as  in  previous  years.  Minor 
extensions  to  the  water  mains  in  the  Rural  area  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  With  very  few  exceptions  all 
houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains. 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
regularly.

Bacteriological  Examinations,  1945. 

Twenty-four  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  ; all  showed  complete  absence  of 
B.  Coli. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  only  houses  not  connected  with  the  public  sewers 
are  isolated  farms  and  houses  in  the  outlying  districts. 

A Public  Enquiry  into  the  new  sewerage  scheme  for  the 
Borough  was  held  on  3rd  July,  1945.  The  necessity  for 
reconstruction  has  long  been  realised  and  will  result  in  the 
abolition  of  fouling  of  the  beaches  from  the  present  outfalls 
and  at  the  same  time  permit  of  better  planned  development 
in  the  Borough. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  still  some  pail  closets  connected  with  small 
cottages  in  the  Borough.  It  is  considered  that  early  attention 
should  be  given  to  the  conversion  to  modern  sanitation  at 
Sewerby. 

Housing. 

It  is  estimated  that  aporoximately  350  — 400  houses  in 
the  Borough  are  unfit  for  habitation  under  the  standard  of 
the  Housing  Acts. 
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In  common  with  the  Country  generally,  the  problem  of 
housing  accommodation  has  been  acute,  and  until  the  needs 
of  the  people  are  met  there  would  appear  to  be  little  immediate 
hope  of  any  slum  clearance  scheme. 

Camping, 

The  control  of  camping  sites  will  always  be  a serious 
problem  in  this  Borough  ; I think  that  it  will  be  generally 
agreed  that  the  powers  of  the  Local  Authority  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  are  insufficient.  In  my  opinion  the 
period  of  42  consecutive  days  or  more  than  60  days  in  any 
12  consecutive  months  defeats  any  serious  attempt  by  the 
Local  Authority  to  obtain  reasonable  conditions.  Consequently 
mushroom  camping  grounds  on  unlicensed  land  are  continually 
springing  up,  generally  without  any  attempt  to  provide  any 
sanitary  provisions  whatsoever.  There  should  be  some 
statutory  power  to  strangle  these  money-making  schemes  at 
birth  instead  of  the  cumbersome  proceedings  for  the  abate- 
ment of  nuisances.  Furthermore,  the  statutory  period  of  42 
consecutive  days  should  be  reduced  to  a maximum  of  14  ; 
this  would  ensure  the  early  licensing  of  camping  grounds, 
provide  for  general  standards  of  public  health,  and  at  the  same 
time  permit  of  the  earlier  prosecution  of  individuals  who  have 
no  regard  whatever  for  the  health  of  their  fellow  citizens. 
The  Corporation  of  Bridlington  welcomes  the  organised  camp 
to  the  town,  and  my  remarks  are  not  directed  against  them. 

In  my  opinion  all  seaside  and  inland  holiday  resorts  should 
get  together,  formulate  a policy  as  regards  camping  generally, 
and  petition  the  Minister  of  Health  for  an  early  amendment 
of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

There  were  40  notifications  and  38  of  the  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  including  8 
visitors  on  holiday.  The  disease  continued  to  be  of  a mild 
type  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

2.  Diphtheria. 

Only  4 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  these  included 
2 visitors  aged  3 years  and  17  years  and  2 residents  aged  32 
years  and  46  years.  There  were  no  deaths.  None  of  the 
cases  had  been  previously  immunised. 

3.  Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  in  this  group  were  notified  during  the  year. 

4.  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

Three  cases  were  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital  ; all 
recovered  without  any  residual  disabilities. 

5.  Pneumonia. 

Notifications  were  15  and  there  were  9 deaths  registered 
from  this  disease. 

6.  Dysentery. 

There  were  2 notifications  as  compared  with  71  in  1944, 
the  latter,  however,  were  chiefly  associated  with  Service 
cookhouses. 

7.  Measles. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  year  with  146 
notifications,  many  cases,  however,  were  not  notified  ; an 
estimate  of  400  cases  would  be  nearer  the  mark.

I consider  the  repair  of  small  houses  to  be  a problem 
to-day  ; the  rents  are  controlled,  consequently  they  remain  low. 
The  nature  of  the  repairs  are  such  that  unless  they  are  con- 
sidered improvements  or  additions  to  the  property,  no  increase 
in  rent  is  allowed. 

We  have  small  houses  in  this  town  that  it  is  impossible 
to  repair  at  a reasonable  cost  to-day,  owing  to  the  high  cost 
of  labour  and  materials. 

In  my  opinion  something  ought  to  be  done  to  remedy  this 
state  of  things. 

The  question  of  the  slum  house  eventually  scheduled  for 
demolition  is  also  a serious  problem. 

Only  urgent  works  of  repair  have  been  carried  out  at 
these  houses,  but  the  time  is  approaching  when  the  repair 
patches  to  the  houses  will  be  greater  than  the  fabric  itself. 
When  this  condition  arises  it  will  be  unwise  to  carry  out  any 
further  repairs  and  demolition  procedure  must  be  adopted.

115  samples  were  entirely  satisfactory. 

Of  124  samples  from  Producer  Retailers,  51  contained 
B.  Coli  in  varying  degrees. 

19  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  unsatisfactory 
from  the  point  of  view  of  B.  Coli  and  Methylene  Blue 
Examinations. 

All  Biological  Tests  were  negative. 

3 samples  of  Heat  Treated  milk  from  dairies  were 
unsatisfactory  to  Phosphatase  Examination. 

Milk  in  Schools  Scheme, 

Of  the  1 5 samples  of  milk  taken  from  Secondary, 
Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  in  the  Borough  8 were  unsatis- 
factory. It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  all  school  milk  in  the 
Borough  is  now  Heat  Treated  and  on  analysis  is  proving 
satisfactory.

The  powers  of  the  County  Council  under  the  above  Act 
have  been  delegated  to  the  Borough. 

The  initial  survey  of  block  control  schemes  is  carried  out 
by  a Sanitary  Inspector  together  with  a manual  member  of 
my  Department  who  has  been  trained  in  the  work  of  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction,  and  who  completes  the  treatment. 

The  work  of  rat'  destruction  has  been  pursued 
energetically  during  the  year;  1,129  visits  to  premises  were 
made,  with  an  estimated  kill  of  1,260  rats. 

The  Gypsey  Race,  a watercourse  running  through  the 
Borough,  has  had  a maintenance  treatment. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Bed  Bugs  do  not  present  a problem  in  this  Borough. 

No  complaints  or  infestations  of  any  kind  have  been 
found  during  the  year. 

Nineteen  disinfestations  have  been  found  necessary  in  the 
case  of  fleas.  Fumigants  and  insecticides  including  kerosene 
have  been  effectively  employed.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
it  was  possible  to  obtain  insecticides  containing  D.D.T. 

Six  disinfestations  have  been  carried  out  in  the  case  of 
cockroaches.

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage* 

The  figures  for  this  section  of  the  report  are  for  the 
financial  year  1944/45  which  show  that  2,648  loads  of  house 
refuse  and  318  loads  of  trade  refuse  were  collected  and  the 
total  weight  of  refuse  (100  per  cent,  trade  and  60  per  cent, 
house  refuse  weighings)  was  6,681  tons. 

506  tons  5 cwts  2 qrs.  of  salvageable  materials  were  col- 
lected and  disposed  of  during  the  year,  210  tons  16  cwts.  1 qr. 
consisted  of  waste  paper. 

Salvageable  materials  as  a whole  show  a decrease  of 
171  tons  10  cwts.  3 qrs.  as  compared  with  1943/44.  Waste 
paper  salvaged  decreased  by  40  tons  14  cwts.  3 qrs. 

The  income  derived  from  salvage  was  £2,214/15/3  as 
compared  with  £3,238/4/6  for  1943/44. 

It  was  not  possible  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  of 
refuse  over  the  whole  Borough  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  ; 
the  position  was  improving  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

A weekly,  and  in  some  cases  a bi-weekly,  collection  has 
again  been  given  in  the  boarding  house  and  hotel  areas. 

I again  draw  attention  (and  I make  no  apology  for  so 
doing)  to  the  practise  of  a large  number  of  ratepayers  deposit- 
ing garden  refuse  in  the  dustbins  ; this  bulkv  material  takes 
up  valuable  space  that  could  be  used  for  legitimate  refuse. 

Salvageable  materials  are  dealt  with  at  two  depots,  and 
all  house  refuse  is  tipped  at  Fond  Brig  Lane  Tip  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  from  any  source  during 
the  year,  and  the  tip  is  free  from  rats. 

Over  7 tons  of  hay  were  reaped  from  tip  land  seeded 
down  after  covering  with  soil,  together  with  IJ  acres  sown 
with  oats.  Four  acres  of  the  land  not  yet  needed  for  the 
deposit  of  house  refuse  were  sown  with  wheat. 

I wish  to  extend  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  ready  assistance 
at  all  times,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  my 
Staff  for  the  help  and  support  they  have  given  me  during  the 
past  year.
